That is the question that was 
submitted to the ratepayers yes 
terday, The answer is an emphat- 
ie ‘‘No.”’ 
required to carry any of the by- 
laws. They have all been defeated 
by substantial majorities, and all 
but one by overwhelming major- 
ities. | 

The result is a clear-cut and de- 
cisive declaration of ‘‘no confi-| 
dence’’ in the civie administration, 
It has taken the ratepayers some 
time to reach this decision. They 
have been patient and long suffer- 
ing. But this time they were fed 
up, and said so, No doubt the 
boost of three quarters of a million 
in the tax levy this year had some-’ 
thing to do with the conclusions 
reached, and as well the increase 
in telephone rates. The idea that 
the chief business of the city 
council is to spend money, has re- 
eeived a rude jolt. And as well 
that the business of the ratepayers 
is to endorse the extravagance of 
the eouncil without asking ques- 


tion. ; 
At one time it was believed that 
men were elected to the city 


council to serve their fellow citi- 
yens. The idea of the Edmonton 
Council has been that they were 
elected as masters not as servants. 
The vote of yesterday may result 
in a re-adjustment of their angle 
of vision, to the benefit of the city. 

The work contemplated under 
the three most important bylaws 
could not have been done in time 
to he of service this year. If these 
works are needed hereafter, the 
ratepayers prefer to trust a new 
eouneil, which might be expected 
to give fuller and more reliable in- 
formation regarding the projects 
‘9 be undertaken before asking the 
sanction of the ratepayers, The 
‘stand and deliver’? attitude on 
the part of the council has evi- 
dently lost its magic. Hereafter, 
Edmonton couneils will expect to 
show cause, before demanding the 
sanction of the ratepayers to the 
expenditure of millions. 

The bright idea that if the 
Grand Stand bylaw were included 
it would help to carry the others, 
was a dismal failure, Of all the 


defeated bylaws, it scored the 
largest adverse majority. Instead

The Curriculum. 

At the request of the Education 
Department of the Province the 
board of trade has been making 
some suggestions for the amend- 
ment of the publie school curricu- 
lum.
